Monte Green, Cambridge real 
estate operator, announced Tues- 
day evening that he is heading a 
syndicate which plans to build a 
70,000 seat stadium, in North Wil- 
mington, adjacent to Route 93, 

Mr, Green made his announce- 
ment over Channel Four, WBZ-TV 
at 6:30 pm, 

The cost of the stadium, he said, 
would be between $25 million and 
$40 million, depending on whether 
it had a permanent or a retract- 
able dome, Parking is planned 
for 15,000 cars, 

Green told his listeners that he 
was not necessarily counting on 
the Boston Red Sox to use the 
stadium, but believed it would be 
a good site for that team, 

He pointed out that the combina~ 
tion of Routes 93, 495 and 125 put 
the area within a 30 minute driv~ 
ing radius from almost any area 
in eastern Massachusetts, 

He was hoping, he said, for the 
franchise for the National Foot- 
ball League, for Boston, and would 
be spending Thursday in New York, 
discussing the possibility of ac- 
quiring the franchise with Com- 
missioner Pete Rozelle, of the 
NFL, The league is seeking a 
new franchise for 1967, and is 
interested in Boston, 

Green said that the syndicate, 
which he heads, has a plan for a 
50,000 person domed stadium, and 
an adjacent arena which would seat 
20,000 people. Plans for the com- 
plex were developed by Sidney 
Schenker, of Paterson, N,J. 

Green was convinced that the

Snow in the Square ’til Friday 


The ice on the streets of Wil- 
mington, and the snow packed up 
along Main Street, in Wilmington 
Square, will probably be removed 
by Friday afternoon, 

Town Manager Dick Henneber- 
ger and the Wilmington Chamber 
of Commerce have both received 
many complaints over the snow 
plowing of a week ago, when the 
town was covered with 10 inches 
or more of wet snow, 

The statements made by the 
Board of Selectmen, Monday, in 
their meeting were relatively mild 
to some that have been made dur- 
ing the past week by residents of 
Wilmington, 

The town no longer has the old 
Walters Snow Fighters, which have 
been clearing the streets since 
1951. They were sold about a 
year ago to a local business man, 
The Snow Fighters used to scrape 
the road clean of ice, by blades 
suspended from beneath the center 
of the truck, 4 

The Highway Department, dur- 
ing the snow fall of a week ago, 
seemingly did not follow its prac- 
tice of mixing salted sand in the 
bottom layer of snow onthe streets 
to assist in the breakup of ice, 
when'the storm subsided, 

From one source or the other, 
the streets of Wilmington turned 
into a rough sheet of ice, after 
the storm, and the complaints 
were loud, 

No one, for instance, coulddrive 
over 20 miles an hour on Middle- 
sex Avenue, a street that has cus- 
tomary speeds of 30 - 40 miles 
an hour. 

Over the past weekend the Town 
Manager hired a Motor Grader, 
which, like the Snow- Fighters, has 
a blade suspended from beneath 
the main body of the vehicle, and 
a Caterpillar tractor ‘Cat’, to 


assist the local equipment, The 
‘Cat’ was first put to work clear- 
ing ice off Eames Street, which 
was perhaps the worst street in 
town for ice conditions, and the 
Motor Grader has been working 
every day since it was hired,

Italy provided spots not only for my 
mid-day picnic meal, but for a 
refreshing swim as well, Ivisited 
the old city of Bergama, where 
Pope John XXIII had studied in the 
monastery, and also Sotto il Monte, 
the small rural village where the 
late Pope Was born and raised, 

Viewing the humble enviromont 
where the late Pope lived, I could 
understand the depth of his love for 
all men in all places of life, 

I went on to Milan and spent two 
days séeing such sights as the 
world-known Duomo (cathedral), 
The completely white summber 
uniforms of the trafffic policemen 
in Italy caught my attention, and I 
found myself referring to them as 
‘Mr Clean’, 

Great numbers of German and 
other foreign tourists were en- 
countered on the wayto Venice, 
They were taking advantage of the 
vacation opportunities among the 
lakes of the district, 

Venice is indeed a unique city, 
built over water, with canals as 
streets, You may not travel by 
any vehicle other than boat, inthis 
land of the gondola, However, you 
may walk as far as your legs will 
carry you through narrow lanes 
and over an intricate system of 
canal bridges, It is quite anovelty 
to see the CocaCola man steering 
his barge through the routine de- 
livery route along the canal, 

San Marcos square is quite im- 
pressive and a must forall visitors 

I continued through Bologna to 
Florence, where for several days 
I was engulfed by the works of 
Michaelangelo and other Italian and 
foreign artists.

in a youth hostel located on the 
water’s edge, 

~ I was later delayed in my jour- 
ney when I discovered that ‘not all 
roads lead to Rome’. Especially 
this was true of one which I was 
using, as it was covered with about 
five feet of water, thanks to several 
days of torrential rain, I spent one 
night with several hundred other 
Stranded travelers, in a railroad 
station, after which I continued on 
through flood-swept secondary 
roads which eventually led to the 
Eternal City. 

A worthwhile investigation of the 
many attractions of Rome would 
take several weeks, so I looked 
around and work signing, with my 
guitar, In ‘Jerry’s Luau’, (No, I 
didn’t buy the place). I spent my 
nights entertaining at Jerry’s, 
where I had the pleasure of singing 
for such celebrities as Broderick 
Crawford, Don Ameche, Dale Ro- 
bertson, Gordon Scott, and many 
others. In my free afternoons I 
visited the countless places of in- 
terest in the city which was once 
the world center of culture andthe 
capital of a huge empire. 

The Rome of today is such an 
international city that it {s not real- 
ly a just representation of the 
average Italian way of life. It is 
often referred to as an island city 
within this nation of enticing cui- 
sine and over-egotistical ‘Don 
Juans’, as any foreign gir) visiting 
can confirm, 

While in Rome I was rooming 
in the house of an elderly Italian 
couple who spoke no English, andI 
was obliged, therefore, to quickly 
further my ability in the native 
language. This family atmosphere 
was, for me, much more genuine 
than the birght lights and high 
prices of Via Venito (the 5th Ave- 
nue of Rome), 

After a stay of five weeks I left 
the capital for Naples, where I 
encountered many U§ Sailors who 
were stationed at the large port, 

I stopped in at Pompel, to view 
the ruins of the ancient city which 
had been covered for so long by 
java from nearby Mr. Vesuvious, 

I went on to Sorrento, where a 
short boat trip took me to see the 
Blue Grotto of Capri, I had an all- 
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too-short three day visit to this 
part of the Italian coast. 

‘The quality and number of beach- 
es was disappointing, but the rug- 
ged terrain and the beautiful coast 
line helped to make up the differ- 
ence. The island is very small and 
a few day excursions by foot will 
treat you to all the splendor of the 
varied scenery there. Excellent 
weather during my stay was the 
crowning touch which resulted ina 
sad ‘arrivederci’ as I returned to 


The Selectmen’s 


The Board of Selectmen instruc 
ted the Town Manager, Monday 
night, to increase efforts to re~ 
move the snow and ice from the 
major streets in the town, and on 
the advice of TM Dick Henneber- 
ger and the Water Commissioners, 
decided to remove two articles 
from the warrant for the annual 
town meeting, 

The two articles struck from the 
warrant were originally requested 
by Jackson Brothers, Inc, One of 
the articles concerned giving up a 
lease and the other involved re- 
aligning a lease. The Water Com- 
missioners requested deferring 
the articles because weather con- 
ditions prevent the location of a 
water line in relation toa pole line, 

Selectman Black asked if some- 
thing could be done to improve 
conditions on the town’s main 
streets, He pointed out that snow 
banks still remained on Main St., 
Church Street and Burlington Ave, 
Main Street, Black asserted, has 
become, in effect, a one-way street. 
He urged that the town prohibit 
the parking of cars and trucks on 
Main Street until weather condi- 
tions improve, 

Selectman Niles said that street 
conditions in Tewksbury and Burl- 
ington were much better than in 
Wilmington. He asked TM Henne- 
berger why Wilmington can’t per- 
form as well as these towns in 
removing the ice from the streets, 
Selectman Bender added that he 
had seen several snow plows driv- 
ing around with their blades up, 
‘What we need,’ he said, ‘is to 
build the highways closer to the 
Plow blades,’ 

Henneberger said that every ef- 
fort was being made to clear the 
streets, but Wilmington’s equip- 
ment simply wasn’t equal to re- 
moving the ice, He emphasized 
that the men had been working 
‘night and day’, Additional help 
was difficult to find, Henneberger 
told the Board, but added that he 
would try to get some more men 
before the next major storm 
strikes, 

Niles asked for a report on the 
status of the library article, Hen- 
neberger replied that he had, as 
yet, received no official report,

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Plans for a 
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Space Age Hospital 


A $2.5 million dollar or more 
hospital for Wilmington. and its 
neighboring towns of Reading, No, 
Reading, Billerica, Burlington, 
Woburn and Tewksbury is planned 
and sponsored as the first major 
project of the five year old Wil- 
mington Chamber of Commerce, 

This would be the first new 
hospital to be built in the 7 town 
area since 1948, A strategic loca- 
tion, on a 10 acre tract of land 
at Interstate 93 and Route 129 at 
the Wilmington - Reading line, 
would comprise the hospital’s pri- 
mary service area of 100,000 pop- 
ulation as well as the west subur- 
ban industrial complex, 

J. H, Ritchie and Associates of 
Chestnut Hill, well-known hospital 
consultantsand architects, have sub 
mitted tentative plans for a 102- 
115 bed hospital. This might easi- 
ly be expanded to 150 beds due to 
the great interest expressed by the 
communities at the present time, 
The three story hospital would 
specialize in the treatment of mo- 
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dern day industrial accidents, in- 
cluding radiation, chemical and 
electrical burns and injuries, 34 
leading physicians from the areas 
to be served have voiced their 
support for the project. 

In this joint project, each com- 
munity would have representation 
on the hospital’s board of trust- 
ees and medical staff, A maxi- 
mum grant of $440,000 can be ob- 
tained from the Federal Govern- 
ment Hill-Burtton Fund, with the 
remainder raised from major gifts 
from industries, business firms, 
special subscriptions and the like. 

A. Melville Woodside of the Wil- 
mington Center Pharmacy is the 
Chairman of the special commit- 
tee working on the hospital. Other 
committee members are Raymond 
McNamara of McNamara Tire Co.; 
Warren Kunz of Avco; Dr. Robert 
Mobbs, Surgeon; Robert Zirkel, 
Manager, Middlesex County Bank; 
Richard Tufenkjian of Sweetheart 
Plastics, Inc.; and Lillian M Wood 
side, Secretary of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce,

1965 HOME CONSTRUCTION IN 
AREA REACHES $4,501,560 


Robert E,. Stewart, President 
of the Mechanics Savings Bank,
